A well known special afSccr bought 
c paper bag full Of onions; and like 
the good old fashioned fellow be Is, 
did not request the grocer to deliver 
them, but took the package with him.

Union, so free from. petty crimes, 
(outside the crimes against the 
; liquor law, ) political corruption, 

■ poverty and economic unrest, as 
the state of Maine. 

This flattering condition is at¬ 
tributable in part to our high 
grade of citizenship | but an at 
senee of conditions that tend to 
corrupt ordinarily good men is 
also a large factor. We shall apt 
: he immune forever,, and signs are 
manifest that the over flow of 
these- 3urses from Massachusetts,-. 
Rhode island; Oomectieut, New 
.York and Other sections, is slow¬ 
ly making its, way into Maine. 
What .can we do to protect our¬ 
selves and keep on: state in an 
unpolluted ondition? 

We can not offer at this 
time, the evidence, even in sum¬ 
mary form, of the gigantie wrongs 
inflicted upon the people and the 
frauds prac iced upon the govern- 
®ents in different states. * 
The marvelous revelations of 
dish onest schemes in the stock 
markets, where, men are lured to 
inanciai ruin in. a maimer as 
shameless as ever was employed 
by train wreckers, and the bribery 
in several State legislatures Are 
sufficient for the purpose of this 
article. Stock gambling can be 
prevented by making the conduct¬ 
ing of such a place as a stock ex¬ 
change a crime. It is a fact that 
legislators in Massachusetts sold 
their votes for money—it is also 
true that they were able to pro-: 
vent themselves from being seri¬ 
ously punished. Politics had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
matter. The first man caught in 
the act was a Democrat, and he 
testified to buying several Re¬ 
publicans; after he had sold him¬ 
self These legislators were 
bought by stock gamblers. None 
of them were put in jail. 

Ip Montana, when W. A* Clark 
was “elected” to the United 
States Senate, men sold them¬ 
selves in the most open and de¬ 
fiant manner, and every roan is 
known and she price he sold for. 
Add the names and stuns ages list 
them have been published. 

None of the bribers or bribe 
takers have been put ifl jail. 
Prices- ranged from $2,500 to $25,- 
D00. Clark paid over $250,000 
for his “ election > ’ 
fn this state there iff fib evi¬ 
dence that any legislator ever 
•old himself j and except in the 
days of the so-cail ed “State Steal,” 
no offer of a bribe has been made, 
•o far as known.. 

In anticipation of the growth 
of the state and the privileges 
that will be sought from the state 
by yarioiis interests in the future, 
we should begin enacting laws 
that will protect the public and 
the legislators, - 

' Restrictions --and limitations 
should be put upon the privileges 
that certain franchised may poff- 
mm— not limitations that are so 
elastie that there is no limit to 
the stretching capacity ; but iron 
hound limits, beyond which wdhld 
lie nttsr disaster those ven¬ 
turing. .
